ſpeaketh of) he beganne to pers 
ſuade the people ot God com⸗ 
mtted vnto hym, to folowe 
traunge Goddes, That is fo 
ape, ſtraunge opinions, which 
they knewe not befoze, And as 
hat is common. ſo is this very 
pernicious, when fo the ſettyng 
farth of ſuch ſtraunge ertours 
tter lacke no colour of ſcholes, 
110 apparell of Rhetoricke, no 
helpe of knoweledge, as thys 
Photinus lacked not. Foꝛ he was A 
manne by witte hable to doe al⸗ 
muche as anpe:in all kynde of 
know=

knowledge excellent: fo2 plea- 
ſaunt and ſwete pꝛonuntiation 
inferiour to none. Who copiouſ 
ly and weyghtely diſputed and 
wꝛote in bothe tongues , as is 
manifeſt by his bookes,whichc 
he made and penned as well in 
the Greke tongue as alſoo the 
laten tonge. But happelye the 
flocke of Chziit committed vn:

Nepther was 
Apollinais ſuche one, as mighte 
eallye be contempned . Pea, he 
was ſo wozthye a man, and of 
ſuche eſtimation , as in mooſte 
thinges mought very quickelpe 
be credited. Foz who was moe 
excellẽt tn fineſſe of witte then 
he: Who woꝛthie either foz dili⸗ 
gence oz knowledge to be con: 
ferred with him « Howe manye 
hereſtes in howe manye volu- 
mes he hath expzeſſed,howina- 
nye errours contrary and iniu⸗ 
rious to the fayth he hathe con⸗ 
kuted, J nede not declare. That 
molt noble wozke contapuinge 
thirtie bookes in numbze, mape 
ſuffice foꝛ the declaration ther: 
of:whertn he confofideth migh- 
telye the franttke bzablinges # 
fonde caulllatics of Popup 
wi 
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with a great heape of pratt:s, 
It were a tedious buſines too 
recite all the wozkes that he 
made: wherein he chewed hym 
ſelfe to be ſo excellent a clerke, 
as might woꝛthelye be thought 
equall to the chiefe builders of 
Chꝛiſt his churche : had he not 
thzoughe pꝛophane luſt ot here⸗ 
ticall noueltie, vmagined that 
new kangled errour, wherwith 
as with the poiſon of a running 
Lepꝛie, ſo defiled he þ reſt of his 
doinges, that from Hencekurth 
his doctrine was thoughte and 
accompted rather to bee eccleſts 
aſticail temptation, then ſpirt- 
tuall edification. Here it maye 


be required at my haades , that 
I declare theyꝛ hereſies, whom 


J haue aboue rem?mv2ed fox 
heretikeg, that is: the — 
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of Neſtorius, A pollinaris, ſt Pho# 
tinus. Howe be it this appertai⸗ 
neth not to the purpoſe, whiche 
nowe is in hande. Foꝛ my pur⸗ 
poſe is not to recite all their ery 
rours, but to pꝛoduce the exam 
ples of a fewe, whereby that 
maye be euidentlye and clearely 
Ddemonſtrated vnto you, which 
Moyſes ſapethe: that yt at anye 
time any maiſter of the Clergie, 
yea, and he euen a Prophet in exy 
poundinge the myſterie s of the 
Prophetes, attempteth to bringe 
my new / opinion into the church, 
ve maye know e that the proui⸗ 
dence of God, then ſuffered you 
to be cempted , J (hall not let, 
notwilhſtandinge, in dilcurſe 
bꝛieklp to diſcloſe the erro2s of 
the afoze ſated men. And J will 


firſt beginne w Phot inus. Whoſe he 


ſecte 
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ſett is this. He ſayeth that God 
is but a ſingle and ſolitarye pers 
ſone, and that he muſte be confeſs 
ſed after the maner of the lewes. 
He denaieth the Trinitie, and thin 
keth to be no perſon eit her of the 
ſon or of the holy ghoſt. He affir⸗ 
meth Chriſt to be only mã, & that 
he toxe his beginning of Marye, 
And this he teacheth vehemẽt⸗ 
lye, that we oughte to confeſſe 
the onely perſonne of God the 
father, and wurchyppe Chaiſte 
g à man onelye. This was the 
hereſte that photinus mayntained, 
Apollinaris bzaggeth , that in the 
vnitie of the Trinitie he doethe 


conſent with vs „ and yet fheApoilcarcs 
ſame he blaſphemeth with higberelie, 


errontous pꝛofeſſion touchynge 
the mcarnation of Ch2ift . Fo2 
he ſayth, that in the flcſhe of our 
Saui⸗ 


Photinns 
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Sauiour, eyther the ſoule of man 
was not at al, or atleaſt wiſe ſuche 
one as lacked vnderſtandinge and 
reaſon, Moreouer he ſayde that 
Chriſte receyued not fleſhe of the 
bleſſed virgin Marye, but that he 
came from heauen into the vir⸗ 
gin. And beinge wauering and 
doubtfull what he might cer⸗ 
taynlye at all tymes auowche, 
he ſome tymes affirmed , the 
fleſhe of Chriſteto bee coeternall 
with God the worde ſome times 
to be made of the diuinitie of the 
w orde, F02 he would neuer con 
keſſe two ſubſtaunces to bee in 
Chulſte,one diume, another hus 
maine:the one recetued of God 
his father, the other of Marpe 
his mother , But he ſuppoſed 
that the nature of the wozde 
was deutded:as though 1 

14 
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therof remained ſtil in God, c a 
part alſo was turned into fleſh. 
Inſomuche that where as the 
veritte ſaith, one Chiſt to be of 
two natures, he being aduerſa- 
tie to trueth, affirmeth two ſub 
ſtaunces to be made ok one diui⸗ 
nitie of Chʒiſte. And this was 
the erroꝛ of Apollinaris. 

Neſtorius contratie to Apol⸗ 
linaris, Whiles he keineth to di⸗ 
ſtincte two natures in Chꝛiſte, 
Sodainly doth introduce two per 
ſons, and ſo deuilliſhlye imagineth 
to berw oo Sonnes of God tw oo 
Chriſtes, the one God , the other 
man, the one begottẽ of the father, 
the other begottẽ of the mother. 
And foꝛ this cauſe he affirmeth 
that holye Marye oug ht not to be 
called the mother of God, but the 
mother of Chriſt. Foz becauſe of 
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her was bozne,not that Ch2iſte 
whiche is god, but he that was 
mã. And if any mi think that in 
his bokes he wziteth one Chailt 
and p2cachethe one perſone of 
Chꝛiſt, let him not lyghtiy cre⸗ 
dite him. Foz he doeth it vpon 
purpoſe to decctac,that bygson 
he may perlwade euil, as Thap 
pofiie ſaieth. per bonum mihi operatus 
eſt mortem, That is to laye. Ey that 
which was good he hath w roght 
vnto me deathe , Undoubtedlye 
this was his opimõ, that Chotit 
Was bone verap man, and not 
pet ſociated in the vnitie of per⸗ 
ſon vnto the word: but that at- 
ter ward the perſon of the woꝛd 
deſcended into him. And al⸗ 
though Chꝛiſt now be alſupted 
ſt litteth in the gloꝛy of god, yet 
ſaith he, betwene him and other 

men

mẽ was no differẽce. Foꝛ mã he 
was only, æ ſo now remaineth. 
Theſe be the blalphemies that 
Neſtorius, Apollinaris, Photinus 
as mad dogges haue barked as 
gamſte the catholtke faicthe, 
taught and receiued in the vn ⸗ 
nerſall Churche. Which truely 
and ſyncerelp iudginge of God 
the father and our ſamoure the 
ſonne,blaſphemeth not , etther 
in the miſtery of the frinitte, et⸗ 
ther in the incarnattõ of Chatff, 
Foz the honozeth bothe one di⸗ 
ulnitie in the kulnelſe of a Tri⸗ 
nitie, æ the equalitie of the Tri⸗ 
nitie in one and the ſame maie⸗ 
ſtie. She alſo confeſſeth one Je 
ſus Chꝛiſt, not two:a the ſame 
one Chuſt,to be both God and 
man. Againe in that one Chꝛiſt 
fo be one perſon and twod ſub - 
Y. li ſtaunceg 
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ſtaces oz natures:two natures 
62 ſubſtatices,becauſe the woꝛd 
of God is not mutable , that it 
in parte oꝛ in all mighte be con- 
uerted into fleche, neither twoo 
perſons but one perſon. Leaſie 
in p2ofciiinge twoo lonnes, lhe 
mighte leeme to wozHyppe a 
quaternitie and not a Trinitye, 
But it halbe good to declare a 
enucleate the ſame ſomewhat 
moe expꝛeſſeipe and diſtinctly, 
Undcrftande therfoze, that in 
God is one only ſubſtaunce and 
thꝛee perſones: in Chzſte are 
two notures and one onely per⸗ 
ſon. In the Trinitie ate mo per 
ſõs, but not mo natures :in our 
ſautour mo natures but not mo 
perſons. XChy [oo : Becauſe in 
the Trinite there is one perſon 
of the Father , another pert 
of the 
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of the Sonne, another of the 
holye Phoſt: and yet of the Fa⸗ 
ther, of the Sonne, + of the ho⸗ 
ly Gheſt, there is one onlye and 
the ſame nature and no mo. E⸗ 
uen ſo in oure ſautoure Chailte 
there be mo natures, as one of 
the diuinitie, an other of the hu⸗ 
manttie:pet not two perſones.

leaſt ſome miſtake vs to to ſay 
that G O Dithe wo2de hathe 
taken vpõ him our nature and 
ſubſtaunce, by onclye imitaci⸗ 
on of the action: and that he 
was here conuerlaunte, not ag 
man in dede,but as a counter:

Foꝛ es ofte as 
we woulde expzeſſe tze imita⸗ 
cion of another mans trade oz 
office, in doing therofwe ſs vſe 
the diltgence of other that they 
not withſtandinge whiche re- 
ſemble and repꝛeſent , are not 
thoſe that are reſenbied X re⸗ 
pꝛelẽted. As foꝛ exaupie: when 
the ſtage Player plapeth * 
Due 
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Pꝛieſt oz Ring. it koloweth not 
that he is eyther pꝛieſt oꝛ King. 
Therkoze, foz the acte oz parte 
tealyng, the perſonne alſo cea⸗ 
ſeth, whiche he did vlurpe. God 
fozbyd w2 Chꝛiſtians ſhoulde 
ble any luche abhominable and 
peſtilent mockerpe in the incar⸗ 
nation of his ſonne Ch2ilt God 
and man. Let this madnes and 
fantaſte be left vnto the Mani | 
cheis the pꝛeachers of dꝛeames. Manache(s 
The cathotike fapth confeiſeth 
the woꝛde of God ſo to be made 
man, that he receyueth truelye 
and manifeſtipe ail that ours 
is, not decepuably and coulera⸗ 
blye , And that he executeth al 
thynges that were humapne, 
not as thoughe he imitated a 
ſtraunge parte, but rather as 
pꝛoperiye his owne, he verelpe 
and 
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and frnelp being the lelfe ſame 
whole perſonne he dyd repzes 
ſent. As we our ſelues alſo in 
that we ſpeake, we vnderſtand, 
we lyue, we be: we do not here⸗ 
in imitate men, but we are men 
indede , Neythcr were Peter 
and John (to name them chicf- 
ive above all other) menne 
by imitation, but by being. J; 
like lot God the woꝛde in ta- 
kynge and hauynge lleaſhe, in 
ſpeaking, doyng, and ſufferyng 
in the kleache without coꝛrup⸗ 
tion, not withſtanding his na⸗ 
ture, voucheſafed to do and per 
kourme alli this, not to thende 
that he might imitate, counter⸗ 
kapte, oz reſemble a pcrfccte 
mã, but becauſe he was in dede 
and berelye ſubſiſted perfecte 
man. Therekoze as the _

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knit vnto the fleſhe, neyther yet

Howe be it, che is not ſo the mo⸗ 
ther of GOD as that impious 
hereſy doth ſurmile, which afſir 
meth that ſhe mud? be laid p mo 
ther of god by only appeilatton, 
becauſe che brought furth hym 
à man, whiche afterwarde was 
made God.

Bleſſedc J [aye ) is the 
churche, which beleueth that in 
Chꝛiſt be two true and perfect 
natures, and but one perſonne, 
that neither the diuiſion of na⸗ 
tures deuideth the vnitie of his 
perſon, noꝛ the vnitie of the pers 
ſon cõfoũdeth the difference of 
the natures. Bleſled( J ſaxe) 
is the Churche, whiche humbly 
conteſſeth, that Chuſte manne 
Was not vnired to GOD after 
his natiuitie, but in the chaſte 
wombe of hismother:to thende 
Ce might acknowledge him to 
be nowe, and euermoze to haue 
been. Blciſed is the Churche, 
whiche vnderſtandeth God to 
be made man, not by conuerſio 
ofnature,but by conſideration 
of perſon,and ſuch perſon as 1s 

ſublſiſting 
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ſubſiſtinge a euer permanent. 
Bleſſed is the Churche, whiche 
teacheth this vnifte of perſon to 
haue ſuche fozce, vertue , and 
mighte, that by that vnifre thee 
aſcribeth in wonoerful and ins 
effable myſterie, as wel the pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛieties vnto manne, as the hu⸗ 
maine qualities to God. Foz in 
reſpecte ot that vnite of perſon 
Ge denieth not, but that ma , as

I ſaied befoze and nowe FJ ſay 
againe.that in the Churche of 
God, the temptation of the peo⸗ 
ple, is the erroz2 of the maiſter 
oꝛ teacher. And ſomuch greater 
is the temptation, the greater 
knowlege of him is that erreth. 
As we declared, kirſt by thau⸗ 
thozitte of the ſcripfures, nexte 
by eccleſtaſticall examples, in 
the reherſal allegation of ſuch 
as at the beginninge were eſte⸗ 
med catholike in faieth, and 
ſound in dortrine:at length not 
withſtandynge either fell into 
ſome other ſect, o2 diuiſed — 

ne 
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newe of theire ovone bzaine3, 
Uerely it is a great matter p20 
fitable fo be knowen ,verie ne* 
celſarie to be offen recoꝛded, and 
woꝛthye by dpuers examples 
continuallye to be illuſtrated, 
and dꝛyuen into eueryv mannes 
harte: howe that all catholike 
men at all times, haue thought 
themſelues bounde to recetne 
the teachers within the church, 
and not foꝛſake the faith of the 
Churche with the teachers be⸗ 
inge in errour. 
But where as J am hable to 
bꝛyng kurth many in this kinde 
of tẽpting, pet J luppole none 
to bee compared with Origenes Origenes. 
tẽp tacion, in whom were ſo ma 4 
ny exeellent, ſingular, and mers 
ueilous giftes, that he was as 
it were a marke fo2 euery man 
J. ui to 
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to gaſe and wonder at. Whoſe 
ſentence, ſudgemẽt, and opiniõ 
in all matters, all men iudged 
mooſt wozthte to be embꝛaced. 
And no meruetll.Foz if the lyfe 
geueth anye authoꝛitie to man, 
no doubte he did leade a verye 
erkect, holp, and continent life, 
Nin much pacience, and ſuffering. 
Vf the ſtocke # parentage: who 
[ moze noble then he, whiche was 
a ſpꝛong of that honozable hauſe, 
1 that firſt was bewtifited with 
bleſſed Martyꝛzdome 1 Who af- 
terwarde fo2 Chꝛiſte his ſake 
not onely fozſakinge his natu⸗ 
rall father, but leauyng alſo all 
hys goodes and ſubſtaunce, ſo⸗ 
muche pꝛoffited amongeſte the 
harde ſtraightes of holye poner 
tie, that many times and oft he 
was charpely handled, foꝛ cofel 


lynge 
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ſynge the name of oure Lozde? 
Adde therfo,fhatſs great was 
his knowledge in all kinde of 
literature, matched with ſuche 
finenes of wit, powdered with 
ſuch plealaũt deliueraũce of his 
woꝛdes, that he was thoughte 
piereleſſe without felowe. The 
highe magnificence of whoſe ab 
ſolute knowledge was ſuche, 
that few oꝛ none were thought 
to appꝛoche. His pꝛonunciation 
and vrteraunte lo ſwete , that 
from his lppypes not woꝛdes, 
but hony might haue ſemed fo 
klowe. What matters ſeminge 
nener ſo hard, hath not he with 
foꝛce of diſputatiõ made ſmoth 
t cleere? What thinges ſeminge 
beray hard to be done, hath not 
he made fo appeare eaſie by his 
owne example⸗But ſome voyll 
J. it, thinke 
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thinke that he perſuaded hyg 
aſſertions by ſubteltie of argue 
mente onely , Prathere was 
not one of the Churche that v⸗ 
ſedmo examples out of the holy 
ſcriptures , then he did in anye 
woꝛk that he made, as he made 
veray many. And that nothing 
might be lacking in him that ei⸗ 
ther coulde encreaſe his know- 
ledg.o2 inlarge his eſtimation, 
he atteined the full perfection 
of age. And in his time he had 
ſo many diſciples, whom effec⸗ 
tuallye bothe by continuall in 
ſtruction ot doctrine, and effec⸗ 
tuall example ot maners he had 
ſoo framed ,that of hym, and 
as it were out of his boſome 
iſſued innumerable Doctours, 
Miniſters, Confeiſours , and 
£Partyzs,” | 

Finally? 
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Finally in howe great admi⸗ 
ration, gloꝛye, and fauour, he 
was with all men, who can ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſe:vnto whom diuers gods 
lye men from all partes (wars 
med, whome the Chꝛiſtians ho⸗ 
noured, as a Pzophete , The 
Philoſophers reuerenced as a 
maiſter. Mhome foz the woz - 
thines of his heauenly wiſdom, 
not onely men of pꝛiuate condi⸗ 
tion, but alſo themperiall late 
honoured, Recozd of hiſtozies, 
which repozt that the mother 
ak Alexander the Emperoure, 
ſent foz hym to learne at hys 
mouth heauẽly wiſdom ,wher- 
of he had a ſpeciall grace, # the 
a burnyng deſire, The ſame his 
ſtoꝛies allo repoꝛte vnto vs the 
teſtimonye ok an epiſtle, whiche 
he indicted with the maieſtie of 
J. b. chziſti⸗ 


126phPri- 
us. 
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chilttan pꝛelacie, and ſent it vn 


to Philippe themperour , who 
firſt was made chꝛiſtian of the 
Komayne Pꝛinces. Touching 
the incredible knowledge ex⸗ 
pꝛeſſed in that epiſtle, yt any ac⸗ 
cept not the chuſttan teſtimo- 
nyeat my repoꝛte, at leaſtwiſe 
let hun receyue the gentle con⸗ 
feſſion bpon the teſtimonpe of 
v2ophane Philoſophers. 
Foz that impious and wicked 
man Porphirius doeth confeſle, 
that by the ſounde of his fame, 
he was ſtyꝛred to trauel as far 
as Alexandzia, being in mancr 
yet but aboye: and that he 
there ſawe Origines , Well ſtept 
in age:but ſuch one, of ſuch ma⸗ 
ieſttie, as who had buylbed in 
him ſelfe a towꝛe of all knows 
ledge. No doubt ye was a = 
(lt 
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ful of woꝛthines. Al whole moſt 


woꝛthye qualities I coulde not 
rehearſe in a daye : no not the 
leaſt part of them. And they all 


do pertayne not onely vnto the 


glozye of religiõ, but alſo vnto 
the greatnes of the temptatiõ. 
Fo2 who woulde eyther ſuſpect 
ſuch ama,of ſo excellẽt wit, ſoo 
great knowledge, ⁊ of ſoo won⸗ 
derfull grace « Oz woulde not 
rather vſe that ſentence, that 1 
had lever erre with Origen, then 
tothinke trueth with other? 
What nedes many woꝛdes It 
tame to this palſe, that p moſte 
daũgerous tẽptation of lo nota 
ble a perſõ, ſo greate a mayſter, 
ſo heigh a pꝛophet, allured very 
manye from 5 integrite of their 
fapthe. Wherkoze the lame Ori⸗ 
gen, vohtlelt he moe inſolentlye 
ab ⸗ 
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abuſeth ß grace of God,whileſ 


he ouermuthe truſteth to hys 
owne witte and tudgement , # 
flenderlye regardeth the aunti⸗ 
ent ſimplicitie, and pzeſumynge 
to be moze wile then other, do⸗ 
eth contemne the fraditions of 
the churche, aud the pzeceptes 
of thelders. He at length taketh 
vpon him to interpꝛetate @ ex⸗ 
pound certen partes of the ſcrip 
tures after a new guyſe. Wher⸗ 
by he hath alſo deſerued , that 
ok him it Goulde be ſayde ; $iſur; 
rexerit in medio tui Propheta, non qudias 
verba il lius prophetæ ,quia tentat uos do- 
minus deus ucter , vtrum diligatis eun 
an non. That is to ſaye:lt there a 
ryſe amonge youa Prophet, thou 
ſhalte not heare the voyce of that 
Propliet, becauſe the Lorde youre 
God tempteth you w e 
Ode 
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loue him or not. Doubtleſſe it is 
not onelye a temptacion, but 
a very great temptacion, when 
he on whome the congregation 
of Chaiſt doth wholly ſtay, vnto 


* | who the churche leneth, allured 


by the admiration of his witte, 
znowledge, eloquence, conuer- 
lation, and grace whiche were 
all voonderfull in him) doeth ſo⸗ 
dapnlye fraduce the ſamec no- 
thing fearinge 02 ſuſpectynge) 
from the auncient religion into 


' | newe pꝛophanities. But ſome 


man woyll ſaye,that the bookes 


* | of Origen are coꝛrupted. J doe 


not withſtande that, Yea, FJ 
would that Origẽs bokes were 
toꝛrupt rather then Origen him 
ſelfe, And that his bookes are 
toꝛrupted, diuers aſwell of the 
catholykes,as heretikes haue 
affirmed, 
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affirmed. Howbeitthis it is that 
we ought now to atted, that if 
not Origen him ſeife,yet the bo: 
kes put furth in his name were 
a great temptaciõ. Which ſcat⸗ 
terynge full of foule blaſphe⸗ 
mies, were read and receyued 
fo: his, and not foz anye other 

mans. Inſomuche that albeit 
in conceyuynge anye errour ,it 
was not the minde of Origen: 
yet to the perſuaſion of errour, 
the authoꝛitie of Qrigen mape 
ſeeme muche to pꝛeusple. 
The like may be ſpoken of Ter⸗ 
tullizn, à man no leſſe notable 
Tertulitan au d famous amongeſt the La- 
tines, then was Origen amvn: 
geſt the Greekes . Foz what 
coulde be moze excellent then 
this man? Who moze exerciled 
in the holy leriptureg, and in al 
other 
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other humapne letters then he⸗ 
Whole bzeſte was farced vp 
with a moſt plenteous bartetie 
of all maner of knowledge. 

There was no ſect of Philoſos 
phers, no part of theyz ſtudies, 
whiche he had not ſought , and 


faithfully placed in ᷣ freaſurye 


of remembzaunce.He ſo far ex⸗ 
cclied in grauitie and vehemen⸗ 
cle of witte, that he hath not af 
anye time almoſte purpoſed to 
withſtande oz ouerthꝛow anye 
tontrouerſie, which either by ki⸗ 
neſſe of witte oꝛ by wayghte of 
ar gumentes he atchiued not. 
The pꝛayſe of whoſe ozatton 
who can erpzeſſe:Bdhiche was 
interlaſed wyth ſo greate nes 
ceſſitte of reaſon, that it did im⸗ 
pell and inkoꝛce to his opinion, 
ſuch as other wple he could not 
induce 
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induce and perſuade, In whiche 
almoſt howe manye vooꝛdes, ſo 
inanyelentences be. And howe 
many ſentences,ſo many victo⸗ 
ries. A greatemany can recozde 
this, and ſpeciallye Marciones, 
Apelles, Praxee, Hermogenes, the 
Iewes, the Gentiles, and the dete 
ſtable heretikes called Gnoſtici, 
Whole blaſphemies he hath in 
great c large volumes defaced, 
and as it were with the violent 
ſtroke of percinge lightnynge, 
clene ouerthꝛowen. And yet euẽ 
this Tertulliã affer altheſe god⸗ 
Iy pzacfiſcs,not ſtedfaſſlye cle⸗ 
uing vnto ß faithful choꝛe of the 
catholik trueth, p vniuerſal and 
auncient faith, beinge moze elo⸗ 
quẽt, then happy, moze pꝛegnãt 
in wit, then cõſtant in faith, foꝛ⸗ 
gettig as it were him ſelf "on 

049 
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fozmer pꝛofeſſion, did at length 
(as the bleſſed confeſſoꝛ) Hillary 
in a certaine place dothe wzyte 
of him( ſaiyng) Tertulliã tracing 
and folo ing error ,hath pluckte 
awaie authoritie from his proba⸗ 
ble wricinges , And he alſo hathe 
ben in the Churche a great temps 
tacion .

Wherfoze ſeyng it is ſo, he then 
is a true and perfecte catholite

In ſo muche that 
nothing chalbe left in the chur⸗ 
che bnſpotted, vntouched, vn⸗ 
defiled: but where the churche 
heretofoze hathe been eſtemed 
and accompted the pꝛecious ve⸗ 
ſtrye of chaſte and vncozrupfe 
veritie:trom hencefurth it maye 
be rekened the ſincke of tmpt- 
ous and foule errours. But 
God of hys mealureles mercy 
fozbyd any ſuche deteſtable en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe to entre into the myn- 
des of hys people. But let it be, 
as it hath been alwayes, & ſtil 
ig the furious and peuiſh pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe of the wicked, impious, and 
curſed.

as hathe deſcended vnto her 
from the aunctent fathers by 
general cõſent. And what hathe 
been lefte vnto her only begon, 
and not ſetled: the ſame che 
endeuoꝛeth to polliſhe, fine. and 
* hathe ben kully 
expzeſled. 
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expꝛeſſed, and thꝛoughlye reſol⸗ 
ued:thelame to coſolidate, con⸗ 
firme, and aſſure. What hathe 
been conkirmed, and ratified: 
the ſame faythfullye to kepe, 
kolowe, and beleue . Foz what 
hath the churche purpoſed at a- 
nye time, by the decrees of ge⸗ 
neral counſaileg,but that ſuch 
thynges choulde afterwarde 
moze diligentipe be obſerued, 
whiche afoze were ſimply bele⸗ 
ued? And that, whiche tofoze 
was but ſlackly taught chould 
akterwarde bee pzeached moze 
inſtantlpe: This J ſaye at al ty 
mes and nothing els, the chur- 
che being vered with the furt- 
ous nouelties of wicked here⸗ 
tikes, hath purpoſed to doe in 
the decrees of her counſeplles, 
that ſuche doctrine as was res 

cepued 
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teyued by tradition onely front 
the auncetours, might be aſlig⸗ 
ned # ſealed henſfozth vnto the 
poſteritie by ſcripture, cõpꝛiſig 
in litle wzityng a great weight 
of matters. And manye times 
fo2 the better vnderſtanding of 
them, vttereth & expꝛeſſeth the 
olde lenle and meaninge of our 
faith, in new termes newly dey 
uiſed,foz the playne opening of 
ſuche matters, as might others 
wiſe apeare obleure. But let vs 
returne to p apoſtle S. Paule. 
He ſayeth: Depoſitum cuſtodi , Kepe 
that w hiche as left vnto the, as 
uoidynge prophane nouelties of 


vords. àuoide ſaith he # hate as 


a biper, as a [cozpto, as a vene⸗ 
mous cockatrice,leaſt they hurt 
thee,not onelye with their tou⸗ 
ching. but alſo with their light, 
an 
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and peſtilent bꝛethe. What is it 
to auoide: Foꝛſothe not once to 
eate o2 dʒinke with thẽ. A uoide, 
ſayth S. Paule. What: Pf anye 
ſayth he, cõmeth vnto pou, and 
bzingeth not with him this do- 
ctrine. What doctrine? The ca⸗ 
tholyke and vntuerſall docs 
trine, which hath remained one 
and the ſame by all ſucceſſion 
of ages,thzough incozrupt tra⸗ 
dition of verite, ſhall remapne 
to the wozldes end, whoſoeuer 
ſaye naye. What then: Doe not 
receyue him, ſapeth S. Paule, 
into thy houſe , neither Galte 
thou ſaye vnto hym, aue, God 
ſpede , Foz he that ſayeth vnto 
him, God ſpede.o2 all haple , he 
doethe communicate with hys 
wickednes. He layth pzophane

whiche is neither Godlye no. 
dodlye:all whoꝛv, and nothing

He ſaith, 
Prophane nouelties of wordes or 
voices, What is that: No doubt 
nouelties of wozdes,opintons, 
cenſures , lectes , contrarye to 
antiquitie, repugnauate to the 
auncient faieth ef the vntuerſal 
churche.Foz if ſuche nouelties 
be receiued, ſuche innouations 
admitted, the of neceſſitie muſt 
the fateth of the holy fathers be. 
greatlye ſtayned: then mult ail 
fatethfull of all ages „ all holye 
and chaf fathers, all continent 
and godlye virgins, all clerkes, 
leuites, and pꝛieſtes: then muſt 
lo omanye thowſande of confel- 
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fours, ſo greate hoſtes of Mar 
fy2s,ſomnumerable multitude 
of cities, of peoples, of Fllades, 
and pꝛouinces, lo manye thou⸗ 
ſande kinges, and nations. Fi⸗ 
nally in maner the whole wozld 
being incoꝛpoꝛate vnto our heed 
Chꝛiſt thꝛoughe the catholyke 
faieth, muũ of neceſſitie( J ſay)

Whood euer pꝛeſumed ſo greate 
fozce of fre will, that he thought 
it lufficiente to wozke all good 
actions without the helpe ok 
Goddes grace, befoꝛe th at pꝛo⸗ 
phane hetetike Pelagius Whoo 
ener denaied all mankinde to be 
boũde in the offẽſe of Adam his 
pꝛeuaricatiõ befoze Celeſtius þ 
pꝛodigious diſciple of that mon 
lruous maiſter Pelagius. 

Who euer durſt either to di⸗ 
uide the vnitie of the bleſſed tri 
nitie, befoꝛe that curſed Arrius: 
oꝛ confound the Trinifie of the 
incFable- vnitie befoze wicked 


Sabellius: :

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Who euer ſaied , befoze that 
mooſte cruell Nouatianus , that 
GO D woulde rather haue the

Who euer befoze Symon Mas 
ous(of whome that olde goulfe 
of filthes euen vnto Priſcillianus 
by confinuall and pꝛiuie ſuccel- 
ſion haue iſſued ) durſte ſaye 
God our creatour to be the au⸗ 
thour of euell: that is, of oure 
wicked, impious , c abhomina⸗ 
ble dedes:Foz he affirmeth that 
God hath created ſuch a nature 
in man, that by a cerfaine pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛe motion and impulſe of neceſ 
ſarte wyll, be neither can ne wil 
any thing els, but ſinne. Foz bes 
ing eragitate,# inflamed with 
the furies of al vices,he is pluct 
and pulled thꝛoughe inſatiable 
deſyze,info al kind of iniquitie.

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There be inumerable examples 


ok this ſdzte,whiche J omit foꝛ 


bꝛeuities ſake: by whiche it is 
clerely and manifely declared 
that this hath been, as if were, 
a lolemne vowe euermooꝛe as 
monges heretikes, to ſet vp p20 
phane nouelties, c to neglecte 
the oꝛders of aunciẽtie. And by 
oppolitions of doctrine falſelye 
termed, to haſarde the catho⸗ 
lyke faith.Df thother ſide, this 
euermoꝛe hathe ben the pꝛoper⸗ 
tie of the catholikes , to kepe, 
maintame, a ſaue all ſuche god⸗ 
ly oꝛders and conſtitutions de⸗ 
liuered and left of the holye fas 
thers, # to condempne vtteriye 
all pzophane nouelties, accoz⸗ 
ding to the counſel of S. Paul. 
Who earneſtly warneth ,if any 
(hal pꝛeache vnto you any other 
doctrine, thẽ ye haue receiued, ac 
M. iii. curle 
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curſe him. Here perchacice ſome 
boyll ſaye vnto me:do not ſuche 
as pe call heretikes vſe the ſcrip 
tures «And can the ſcriptures 
le: Surelpe the ſcriptures lye 
not.

Who be the rauenyng wolues, 
but madde and furious hereti⸗ 
kes, whiche alwayes bere and 
inuade the foldes of the church, 
and tothe bttermoſte of theire 
might, rent and deuour the in⸗ 
nocent flocke of Chziſt: But ta 
the ende they maye moze crafe

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naunce and veſture of wolues, 
and chzoude them ſelues all in 
ph:aſes and ſentences of the 
ſcriptures, as with flices of 
wolle: inwardlye nofwithſtan 
ding they continewe moſt cruel 
and rauening wolues.

Nam eiuſmodi. pſeudo2poſtoli operaij ſubs 
dolt tranſfigurant ſe in apoſtalos Chris 
ſti,For ſuche falſe A poſtles ( ſaps 
eth S.Paule)ſuvrel and craftye 
workers , doe tranſfigure them 
ſelues into the Apoſtles of Chriſt, 
What dyd S. Paule meane 
thereby e NRothinges els, but as 
the Fpoltles of Chziſte dyd 
bung furthe the teſtimonies of 
holye ſcripture.euen ſo do theſe 
kalle Apoſtles. And as they al⸗ 
leged 


The waye home to Chriſt , 


leged the authozities of the 
Plalmes, the ſame doe theſe 
allege:as they vſed the ſenten⸗ 
ces of the Pꝛophetes „ ſo doe 
theſe kalſe Apoſtles, There is 
no part of Gods ſcripture, but 
theſe kalſe Apoſtles doe allege 
and b2yngefurthe,cuen as the 
true A poſtles of Ch:ilt dyd, 
And in thys ſozte they tranſ fi⸗ 
gure them ſelues into the Apo⸗ 
ſtles of Chꝛiſte. But when they 
come bnto the diuers and vn⸗ 
like expoſittons of theſe ſenten⸗ 
ces, whiche they aly ke bꝛynge 
furth and allege, then is it ma⸗ 
nikeſt whiche be the true àApo⸗ 
ſtles, and whyche be the falſe 
Apoſtles. Then docth it appere 
who be the ſimple, and who bee 
the craftye : who be the godlye. 
and who be the wpcked , Then 
are the frue P2ophetes dan 
ne 
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ned from the falſe Pzophetes, 
And no meruayle ( ſayeth the 
Apoſtle) for the Deuyll him ſelfe 
doeth tranſforme him ſelfe into 
an angell of light. No great mat 
ter is it then, yk hys miniſters 
be tranſkourmed lyke the mini⸗ 
ſters of ryghteouſnes; 
Therefoze accozdynge fo S. 
Paule hys doctrine,as often as 
eyther falle Apoſtles , oz falſe 
Pꝛophetes, oz falle teachers do 
bꝛynge the ſentences ok diuine 
lawe, therewith falſelye vnder- 
ſtanded, to mayntayne theyz 
errors: there is no doubte but 
that they folow the craftye and 
ſubtil wapes of their head, Sa 
tan. Foꝛ he knoweth that there 
is no way to that, as when he 
would ſtablich an errour, to pꝛe 
ſent the fame wyth thauthoꝛi⸗ 
tie of holye Scripture, O, but 
ome 
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ſome w yl ſaye. Bowe carne pe 


pꝛoue, that the Deuyll is wont 


to vſe the teltimontes of Holye 
\criptures : It is pꝛoued ſuf. 
kicientiye to hym that readethe 
the Ghoſpell, where it is w2t- 
ten. Then the Deuyll toke oure 
Lorde, our d8auiour, and ſette hym 
vpon che pinnacle of the temple, 
and ſayde vnto hym. If thou bee 
the ſonne of God, caſte thy ſelfe 
dow ne from this pinnacle, For it 
is Written :that he hathe geuen in 
com maundement to his Angel! es 
of the, that they kepe thee in all 
thy w ayes: they ſhail beare the 
vp in their handes, that thy foote 
tryppe not at any tone, Wat 
woulde he ſtycke to doe to s⸗ 
ther lelye pooꝛe creatures, that 
thus aſſanicd the Creatoure 
hym ſelfe the Loꝛde of Maie⸗ 
ate, with the teGimontes of the 
icripture 
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ſcripture: It thoube the ſonne of 
God ſapeth he) rumble thy ſelfe 
do ne, for it is ritten. &c. 
O ſurciye the doctrine of thys 
place is diligentlye to be noted 
and be marked of vs, which let⸗ 
teth vs to vnderſtande, that as 
often as we ſhall ſee anye to als 
lege and p2oduce the teſtimo⸗ 
nies of the ſcriptures agaynſte 
the kayth and religion beleued 
and receyued in the vntuerſall 
Churche , that then we neede 
not doubt, but that the Deupll 
by them wozketh his olde feite. 
Foz as the head ſpake fo the 
head, ſoo nowe the menibzes 
ſpeake vnto the membꝛes: that 
is the membꝛes of the Deupll, 
to the membꝛes of G O D, the 
wycked to the godlye, the falſe 
periured to the fapthfull , the 
heretikes to the catholike. But 
what

That 1s, diſpatche the from the 
tradition and doctrine of thys 
hyghe ſet churche: tumble thy 
ſclfe headlong downe from the 
pinnacle of the vniuerſall faith. 
And it ye alke any of the here 
tikes thus perſuadinge, howe 
he pꝛoueth, by what authozitie 
he teacheth, that re oughte to 
tumble pour ſelues from the v- 
niuer ſall and auncient fateth of 
the catholike Churche,ſcriptun eſt 
enim, for it is w ritten, faith he:and 
by # by ye ſhal heare him power 
out a thoulande teſtimonies, 
examples „c authozities _ 
ele 
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ſeled out of the lawe, pſalmes, 
Apoſtles ,and Hꝛophetes , by 
whiche authoꝛities after a new 
and wicked maner expounded, 
the ſely ſoule is tumbled head - 
longe from the towze of catho 
like trueth, downe into the dun 
geon of blaſphemous hereſie. 

And hereto all heretikes adde 
wonder full pꝛomiles, whereby 
they infrap the ſimple and vn⸗ 
wary after a meruelous fachi⸗ 
on. Foz they dare pꝛomiſſe and 
teache, that in theire Churche, 
that is, in the cõ uẽticle of their 
comunton, a great and ſpectall, 
yea plainely, à certaine parctall 
grace of God is:in ſomuch that 
as manye as be of their congre 
gation, do flowe with all necel 
ſaties, and are plentuouſly pꝛo⸗ 
uided foꝛ, by the onely dilpenſas 
tion ol God, although they ſeke 

Nil not 
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nof, knocke not , and aſke nof 
fo2 it. And that they be bozne 
bp by the Angelles of heauen 
that theire foote ones ſtumble 
not againſte anpe tone :that is 
to ſap, that they cannot offende 
oꝛ go amiſſe though they wold, 
But ſome wyll ſape, it the teſtis 
monies, ſentences, a pꝛomiſes 
of the ſcripture are vſed of the 
deuill a his miniſters, ot whom 
ſome be falſe ÞPzophetes , [ome 
falſe Apoſtles, ſome be falſe tea 
chers, and they all heretikes: 
what then ſhall the Catholike 
men a the childze of our mother 
$ Church doe? By what meane 
Gall they diſce rne the veritte in 
the holye ſcriptures, from the 
falchood of ſuche heretikes Mo 
doubte they muſt doe, as at the 
beginnig J admontſhed, They 
mult doe, as other godly — 
"= ne 
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ned ine haue done befoꝛe them, 
and as they haue taughte vs to 
doe that followe them. What is 
that? They muſt interpzet ate, 
vnderſtande, and expounde the 
ſcriptures of God accozdpnge 
fo the fradittons ozders #rules 
of the catholike Church: wher⸗ 
in they mult allo neceſſarilye ob 
ſerue a followe the bniuerlali⸗ 
tie, antiquitie, and conſẽt of the 
catholike & apoſtoltke churche. 
And when ſoeuer a parte as 
gainſt the vniuerſalitie, nouel⸗ 
tie againſte auncientie, the dil⸗ 
ſention of a fewe (hall rebell a- 
gainſte the vniuerſall conſcnte 
of all oz the moſt parte of chziſtt 
ans: then pzeferre and cſteme 
the integritie of the vntuerſali 
tie , befoze the cozruption of a 
parte. And in the ſame bniuerſa 
litte , the religion of antiqut- 
N. ii. tie 
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fie. befoze the pzophane nouel- 
tie: againe in that antiquitie, 
befoze the temeritie of one oz a 
fewe ,pzeferre chietlye the gene 
rail decrees of an bniuerſal cou 
ſeil:and if none luche bee, then 
foliooe the conſent and cenſure 
of {itiheas haue tofoze taughte 
aud ruled in the church of god. 
 Whiche if we diligentip, loberly 
and faiethfully obſerue, it chal⸗ 
be eaſy inoughe foz vs to dils 
cerne oz depꝛehende from tyme 
to time al peſtilent erroꝛs, of al 
ſo:tes of heretikes. Here nowe 
conſequent it is, that J by ex 
ample, doe demonſtrate howe 
and in what wiſe,the pꝛophane 
nouelties of heretixkes maye be 
bothe depzehended and alſo con 
dempned by the cenſures and 
ſentences of the aunciente fa- 
—— and agreing 
together 
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fogether, How be it we onghfe 
to inueſtigate and followe the 
aunciente conſente of the holye 
kathers, not in euery (mall ques 
ſtion ot the ſcriptures, but only 
and chiefely in the rule of fatth: 
neither at all times all kinve of 
hereſies are this wayes fo bee 
impugned, but only newe and 
freſhe hereſies, as ſone as they 
put vp their heades ; That be⸗ 
foze they haue falſyfied the pꝛe⸗ 
ſidences of the auncient fateth, 
they maye be put of theire pur⸗ 
poſe,by the ſtraightnes of the 
time, and befoze they may haue 
leaſure fo goo about to cozruve 
and viciate the woꝛkes of oure 
elders with therre vemme cre⸗ 
ping mo92e at large. But olde 
and inueterate hereſpes cannot 
a, be ouerthꝛowen after this ſozt, 
becauſe no long tracte of times 


N. iii. they 
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they haue gotten better oceaſi5 
to incroche vpon trueth. Wher · 
foze ſuche olde hereſies muſt be 
euer conuinced by the onely aus 
thozitie of the ſcripture, 02 els 
auoided,and deteſted, being al - 
redy fofoze conutnced and cons 
dempned by vntnerſall counſell 
of the catholike wziters. Wher⸗ 
fozeas ſoneas any newe pꝛo⸗ 
phane erroz beginneth to pepe 
vp, and the authour therof tm- 
beſeleth foz the defenſe of the 
ſame certain ſentẽces out of the 
ſcripture, whiche he kalſelye and 
cratteiy dothe expoũde, by & by 
muſt ye gather together þ expo⸗ 
ſition of the fathers vpon thoſe 
places, whiche were produced 
foz the defenſe of the erroure: 
Wherby, that newe pꝛophane 
errour maye be without longe 
curcumſtaũce bewzated & _ 
out 
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dut anpe delaye condempned. 
But the erpoſition of ſuche fa⸗ 
thers onelp are to be conferred 
whiche lyuing, teaching, and a⸗ 
bidinge holily, wiſely, and cons 
ſtantip in the faieth and catho⸗ 
lpke com munton, haue merited 
either to dye in Chꝛiſte faieth⸗ 
kullpe, either koꝛ Chꝛiſte to bee 
ſlayne happely. Unto whome 
notwithſtandinge we ought lo 
karre furthe to geue credit, as 
they conſente and agree toge⸗ 
ther. And whatſoeuer they to⸗ 
gether haue manikeſtlpe firme- 
Ive and fayethfullye receyued, 
taught and deliuered onto vs: 
the ſame mape we receyue , bes 
leue and folowe, as moſte cer⸗ 
taine true and perfect doctrine. 
And whatſoener anye man, be 
he Byſhoppe oꝛ Pꝛelate, be he 
Confeſſoz oꝛ Partyz,be he ne⸗ 
| N. iii. uer 
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uer ſo holpe, neuer ſo well lears . 
ned , Gall pzeſume to mayns' 
tayne and teache anye thynge, 


contrarye to the conſent , opini⸗ 
on and cenſure ok theſe fathers, 
we ought to accompt the ſame 
hereſte # amongeſt the pꝛiuie & 
pꝛiuate ſectes whiche are deuts 
ded from the authozitie of the 
comon,publique & generall (ens 
tence. Let vs not with highe 
daungerof euerlaſtynge ſaluas 
tion after the curſed cuſtome 
of helltche heretikes, fozſake 
the auncient verite of the vni⸗ 
uerſall doctrine,and folowe the 
newe errours of one oꝛ a kewe. 
The holye and catholike con⸗ 
ſent of whiche godlpe fathers, 
leaſt anye choulde temerouſlye 
iudge to be neglected , Harke 
what S-Paule ſayth vnto the 


hathe 
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| hathe conſtitute certayne in the 
church, firſt apoſtles, ot whom he 
was one:nexte Prophetes, what 


one we reade in the Actes that 
Agabus was: chirdlye teachers, 
whyche we call Tractatores, 
Treaters 02 Wꝛiters, whyche 
Paule him leife calleth alſo p20 
phetes ſomtyme , becauſe by 
them & thzoughe their diligence 
the myſteries of the P2ophetes 
are opened vnto the people, 
Thole therfoze thus diſpenſed 
and conſtitute by thepzoutdece 
of God by tymes and places, 
whoſoecuer hall deſpile, oz con⸗ 
temne ,agreynge and conſen⸗ 
tynge together in anye matter 
of Chꝛiſt his catholike religion, 
let him knowe that he contem⸗ 
neth not man but G O D. And 
that no man ſhould deuide him 
ſelfe from the louthlaying _ 
e 
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tie of theſe fathers. S. Paule 
earneſtipe deſpzeth,ſaying :I be 
ſeche you brethren , that ye all 
ſpeake one thinge and the ſame, 
and that there bee amongeſt you 
no diſſention, Be ye perfecte and 
knit together in one and the ſame 
ſenſe ,in one and the ſame ſens 
rence, And pk anpe ſhall dey 
nide hym ſelfe from the com⸗ 
munion of the Catholicke ſens 
tente, he Call heare that of S. 
Paule He is not God of diſſentis 
on, but of peace. That is to ſaye 
he is not the God of hym which 
Gambeth from the vnite of con: 
ſent, but of ſuche as abyde con 


ſtaunt in the peace of conſent 


with other As1 teache you(ſaith 
he) in all congregatiõs of the ſains 
þtes, That is, of the Catholike, 
which therefoze are called ſain⸗ 
.ftes,becauſe they perſiſte con⸗

ſtaunte in the communton of” 


fayth. And pf any one would ſo 
muche arrogate vnto him ſelfe, 
as thoughe he onelpe were to 
behearde, and credited befoze 
all other, S. Paule to hys res 
pꝛofe ſayeth thus: Came the 
worde of God from you, or came 
it into you onely? But leaſte this 
Goulde ſeeme to be ſpoken vps 
on ſmale conſideration, he ad⸗ 
deth further: If anye man ſemeth 
to be a Prophete or ſpirituall, let 
him knowe thoſe thinges whiche 
I do write vnto you, becauſe they 
are the commaundemẽtes of oure 


| Lorde , Whiche commaundes 
mentes, he that is counted a 


Pꝛophet oz ſpirituall , that is 
toſape :a maiſter of ſpirituall 
matters, doth not with earneſt 
ſtudpe of equalitie and bnitye 
obſerue:that epther — 
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his owne opinion befoze others 
oꝛ in any poynt goeth from the 
{judgement of the vniuerſall 
conſent, The commaundement 
hereof who know eth not ( ſateth 
S. Paule) ſhall not bee knowen, 
That is to ſaye: whoſoeuer ep⸗ 


ther doeth not learne whyche 


he knoweth not, oꝛ beynge kno⸗ 
wen doeth contemne: khe ſame 
man ſhal not be knowen. That 
is, he ſhalbe counted vnwoꝛthy 
on whome amongeſt other vnt 
ted in faythe and knitte in chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian humilitte ; the heauenlpe 
mercye mape be extended And 
what thynge wolle? What e⸗ 
ayll moze bytter canne bee de⸗ 
uyſed then thys e And yet ac⸗ 
co2zdynge to thys Apoſtolpcke 
commmation we ſee the ſame 
bathe cha unced vntd Julian Pe⸗ 
lagian , whoe eyther n 
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to incoꝛpoꝛate hym ſelfe to the 
mynde and ſentence of other 
fathers, oꝛ pꝛeſumed to excoꝛ⸗ 
pozate hym ſelfe, that tofoze 
was one of them. 

But nowe time it is, that accoꝛ 
dinge to my pꝛomiſe, J declare 


by example when and howe the 


ſentences of þ holy kathers may 
be gathered together , that by 
them the rule of Eccleſiaſticall 
faythe myghte be aſſured and 
confirmed , accozdynge as by 
decree and authozitie of coun⸗ 
ſayle is ſette furthe. 

And to doe thys, fytte and 
neceſſarye it is, that J doe ett 
ſoones reuoke, what tokoꝛze 
was ſayde . J ſayde at the be 
gynnynge, that thys euermoze 
was, and ſtyl is the cuſtome of 
Catholike and true beleuers, 
to appzoue the true _— — 
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two wayes . Firſt by the ay: li 


thoutte of diulne Scriptnre, 

Secondlpe by tradicion of the 
catholyke Churche. Not bes 
cauſe the Scripture ſufficeth 
not, oꝛ plentuoullye contayneth 
not all thinges neceffarye : but 
becauſe cuery man expounding 
the ſame accoꝛdynge to they; 
owne fantaſies, do often times 
concepue dyuers errours, and 
ſtraunge opinions, contrary to 
the intent ot the holy ſcriptures 
And therefoze it is neceſſatye 
that the intelligece t vnderſtan 
dinge of the heauenly ſcripture, 
be directed acco2ding to one v⸗ 
nifozme rule ot the etcleſiaſtical 
iudgement.eſpeciallye in thoſe 


queſtions on whiche the koun⸗ 
dacton of the whole catholike ' 


doc trine doeth tape . We ſayd 
mozeouer, that we ought co con 


ſider 


nat. 
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lider in the churche the conſenf 


aſwel of p vniuerſalitie, as al⸗ 
ſo of antiquifte.Leaſt we be bꝛo 
ken oof from the integritie of vs 
nitie, into ſome pzophane erroz: 
oʒ leaſt we be tumbled from the 
religio of auncientie headlonge 
into nouelties of bnknowen he⸗ 
reſie. haue ſayde alſo, that in 
the lame antiquitie ot the chur⸗ 
the we ought vehemẽtli & ſtudi⸗ 
ouſly to obſerue two thinges, 
vnto which eche man muſt cleue 
faſt, that wil not be an heretike. 
Che firſt is, it any thinge in the 
antiquitie of the churche hathe 
been decreed by all caſholtke 
teach ers and holy fathers, and 
hathe been ſetfurth by authozte 
tie of vniuerſall counſell.Nert, 


it there hap to ariſe anye newe 


| queſtton, whiche is not derided 
by generall counſell, that then 
| euery 
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euery good man ought to haue 
recourſe vnto the auncient w 
ters, which are knowẽ to haue 
ſtedfaſtly perſeuered in the vni⸗ 
tie ot the catholike communton 
and faieth . And whatſoeuer 
they in one minde and conſente 
haue receyued and taught, the 
ſame we ought to iudge and ac 
tept, as mooſt ſincere, pure, and 
catholtke doctrine , And that 
this myght not ſeeme to be ſpo⸗ 
ken rather of my ovone head, 
then by authoꝛitie eccleſtaſtical, 
IJ haue dꝛawen to example the 
godly counſell kepte in Aſia af 
Epheſus, Baſſus and Antiochus, 
two noble perſones the beinge 
conſulles,Jn which counſell, a 
motion beinge made foꝛ o2ders 
and rules to be deuiled koz the 
ſtabliſhinge of the kateth, it ſe- 
med vnto all the fathers —_ 
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aſſembled,whiche were aboufe 
E C.innumbze, a thinge ves 
rye catholike, right fatethfull, 
and moſte beeſt to be done, leit 
any pꝛophane noueitie choulde 


by chaunce crepe in, contrarye 


to their godly purpoſe,as fofoze 
in the counſell kepte at Arim ine 
in Italy, to bzinge furthe the 
ſentences, cenſures, # opinions 
of the holye Fathers. of whiche 
ſome were Martizs, ſome were 
Confeſſoꝛs:and all were 8 con⸗ 
ſtãtly remained catholtke pꝛie⸗ 
ſtes, true c faiethful teachers. 
And accoꝛding to their minde, 
conſente,and decree well and de 
toutly conſidered, the religion 
of ch2iſttan faieth might be con 


| firmed, and the blaſphemie of 


p2ophane nonelfte condemned, 
This thus done, ok righte that 
wicked Neſtorius was condemp 

O. i, neg 
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ned as an heretike, iniurious to 
the catholike auncientye , and 
bleſſed Cyrillus was pzonoficed 
catholike, conſẽting and agrea 
ble vnto the holye antiquitie. 
Andfoz the better warrant of 
the matter, J learned Þ names 
of the ſame fathers, although J 
haue fozgotten their ozder ,ac- 
cozdinge to whoſe cenſure and 
iudgement, both ſuche lenteces 
as then were cotrouerted, were 
expounded, and alſo the rule of 
the diuine doctrine ſtabliched. 

Whiche tathers here to reherſe 
by name, F thinke it not ſuper⸗ 
fluous. Foz therebi ſhal my me⸗ 
moꝛie be confirmed. Wherefoze 
theſe were they , whole w2y- 
tinges are recited. beinge either 
iudges, oꝛ witneſſes in that coũ 


ſell, S. Peter ByChop of Alexan⸗ 


dria, d berie excellent teacher, æ 
| mool 
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mooſte bleſſed Marty. Yolye 
Athanaſius, highe pꝛelate of the 
ſame citie, a right faithful pꝛea 
cher, and mooſt wozthte confef= 
ſoz. Holy Theophilus, Byſhoppe 
alſo of tye ſame cifte , a man foz 
his fareth,lyfe , and knowledge 
very famous , Whom lucceded 
Cyrill a father of muche reue⸗ 
rence. To theſe holye fathers a 
godlye Bychoppes of our Citie 
and pꝛouinte adde thoſe ſhining 
beames of Cappadocia,as ſaint 
Gregorie , Byſhoppe and confeCl 
ſo2 of Nazianle S. Baſill, Bychop 
+ cõfeſſoꝛ of Cæſarea, Cappadocia 
t other. S. Gregorie allo byſhop 
of Nice, à man foz his faith, con⸗ 
uerſation, integritie, and wile⸗ 
dome moſt woꝛthie to be, as he 
was, brother to holye Baſill. All 
theſe were Greekes. Amongeſt 
the Latines alſo were manye, 
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that by their iudgemẽt allowed 
the matters paſſed in that coun⸗ 
ſel:as S. Felix marty2,and S. 


luke Byſhoppes of Rome. 


L ybewile bleſled . Cypri⸗ 
an Byſhop of Carthage ſt mars 
ty2z. Yoiye ſainte Ambroſe Bp⸗ 
ſhop of Mediolanũ. Theſe were 
thep, oh che were in the coun⸗ 
ſell of Ep heſus, as iudges wit⸗ 
neſſes, Maiſters, and Counſel⸗ 
lers: whoſe doctrine that bleſſed 
Spnode fapthfullye imbꝛaced: 
and kolowinge theite counſell, 
beleuinge their teſtimonie, obe⸗ ä 
inge their iudgement, haue ſin⸗ 
cerelp, ti ueip, and fatethfullye 
pꝛonounced of matters concer⸗ 
nig faieth. Theſe fathers were 
but tenne in numbze. A greater 
numbze mought haue been cal⸗ 
led thereto,but there was noo 
peceſlitie: ; becauſe as the tyme 


| 
| 
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ſerued, the matters conſiffey 
not in the multitude of witneſ- 
fes:and noman doubked, but all 
other catholike men thoughte 
and beleued as theſe tenne did. 
Aktee all theſe thinges, J alſo 
added S. Cyrill his ſentence; 
Which is contetned in the eccle 
ſiaſtitall geſtes. Foz what tyme 
the Gpiſtle of holye Capreolus, 
Byſhoppe of Carthage was re» 
den, who intended and deltred 
nothinge els but that the holyt 


antiqitie moughe be defended, 


ano wicked nouektie anulted; 

and vtterlye refufed, then D. 
Cyrill pꝛondunced & defmed in 
fourme as followeth. And this 


Epiſtle( ſated he) ot tire re tereſid 


and moſt podly father -Capredlizy 
Biſſhop of Citthage aloe ropes 
ſtre Jin che boke of i geſteFn*J 
decrees zconceratnge the ant 
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whoſe ſentence is ſo playne , For 
he will that the lentences, and de⸗ 
crees of the auncient faieth be con 
firmed, and ſtabliſhed- ; and that 
ne we founde fanſies and inuenti⸗ 
ons be reproued and condemned, 
as bothe ſuperfluous and wicked, 


Hereto all tije Byſhoppes gaue 


their conſent, al wholly agreed 


therupon, altogether with one 
boyce wiched the lame. Wherto 
gaue they their conſent : What 
was it, that they in one voyce 
together wiſhed? Uerelpe that 
ſuche doctzine., as was of olde 
taught and receyued, choulde be 
cuermoze allowed and imbꝛa⸗ 
ted: and what of late dayes 
was newely deuiſed, Gould foz 
euer be tekuſed. After ; whiche 
thinges, J was foz my parte 
b2ought into a very greate ad- 
nen of theire doinges, and 
= coulde 


| 
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coulde not ſufficientlye, as me 
thought, cõmend the wonderful 
humilitie and godly deuotton of 
ſo great clerkes and holye men.

Fo: although they were ſuche 
and ſo many, indued wich ſuche 
excellent knowledge, with ſuch: 
ineſtimabie iudgemeut, that 
eche and euery of them mought 
haue frelpe queſtioned in anpe 
matter of the auncient kapthe: 
and againe, theyꝛ aſſembly and 
congregation together mighte 
ſeeme to incourage, and imbol⸗ 
den the ſame newe matters of 
they ovone heades deuiſed to 
Decree and ſet kurthe:pet would 
they innduate nothinge: but by 
al maner meanes cared, that no 
doctrine Hould be deliuered vn 
to theyꝛ poſteritie, but luche as 
they had receyued of the fozefas 
thers. Thus dyd theſe fathers 

Otiii. not 
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nof onelpe foz the good diſpoſt- 
tion of thinges at that pzeſenf 
time, but alſo to leaue example 
to ſuche as chould folowe them, 
what they houlde doe in lyke 
caſe. That they ought with all 
their ſtudie to honour the aun⸗ 
ctent faith, and not deuile new: 
fo mapntapne ſuche religion, 
as they had tecepued , and not 
to ſet furth what of their owne 
bꝛaynes was deuiſed. 

- Finueighed alſo againſt the 
moſt wicked and peſtilent pꝛe⸗ 
ſumption of deuilliſhe Neſtori⸗ 
us, who bꝛagged of hym ſelfe, 
that he firſte and onelye of al o⸗ 


ther vnderſtode the ſcriptures 


rightlye, and that all other bes 
foze his time wand2ed in ignos 
raanceand errour,as manye as 
euer had taught o2 wzitten vp⸗ 
on the ſcriptures : as all 1 
| | es. 
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ſtes. Biſhoppes, Matyꝛs, Con- 
feſſours „ that eyther haue ex- 
| pounded the ſcriptures,o2 geut᷑ 


creditto others expolitions vp⸗ 


on the ſame. And who finally 


affirmed, the whole church euen 
nowe to be in blindnes and er 
rour, and euer to haue been, 
wohiche nowe folowed , and at 
all tymes had folowed , as it 
ſeemed vnto hym 1gnozaunte, 
blinde, and errontous doctours 
and teachers. And although to 
haue ſayde thus muche, might 
ſeeme ſufficient to ouerthzowe 
and vtterlye to deface all pꝛo⸗ 
phane nouelties, yet foz the bet 
ter furniſhynge vp of the mat- 
ter, J haue adiected two authe 
tities of the Apoſtolike See. 

The one of Xiſtus Byſhoppe of 
Rome. The other of his pzede- _ 
ceſſour 8. Celeſtine, whiche 9e 


— 
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JF Gall recounf.Yolye Xiſt us in 
the epiſtle whiche he w2ote vn⸗ 
to the Byſhoppe of Antioche, 
concernynge Neſtorius matter, 
ſayeth thus.For aſmuch as there 
is but one fayth, accordyng to the 
Apoſtle, x hiche no e moſt ent: 

dently hath obteined what ought 
to bee taught: let vs beleue that, 

and lette vs firmelye holde bat 
x-e ought to beleue. Nowe what 
that is that ought to be taught 
and belcued,he in his pꝛogreſſe 
doeth after declare. Let no no⸗ 
ueltie be receiued( ſapeth he) and 
no credit bee geuen vnto it henſ- 
furth. Becauſe nothinge ought to 
be added vnto auncientie » The 
manifeſt and ell knowen faieth 
and credulitie of our elders, be it 


troubled wv ith no permixtion of 


myer. Thus wꝛote & iſtus and 
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1 the fapthe of our auncetours 
with the termes ot perſpicuite, 
and deſcribynge pꝛophane no 
uelties by permixtion of mier. 
Dolye Celeſtine in maner and 
| ſentence like, confirmed the 
ſame in the Epiſtle whiche he 

ſent vnto the pꝛieſtes and pꝛea⸗ 
chers in Fraũte, blaming them 
| foz their ſilence , whereby they 
ſemed fo geue cucr the auncts 
| ent faith, and ſuffered pꝛophane 
nouelnes to ariſe. and ſaieth. 
Merito nos cauſa reſpicit, ſt ſilentio fo⸗ 
ueamus errorem cc. The matter tous 
cherh vs(ſapeth he) It e by ſi⸗ 
lence doe noriſ he and vphelde an 
errour , Let ſuch therfore be puai 
h | ſhed,neither let ic be lawefull for 
fache to ſpeake what they lyſt, a 
Here ſome man may peryay- 
pes doubt, who be they whiche 
he fozbiddeth to talke at plea⸗ 
ſure, 
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ſure, and to ſpeake what they 
lyſt. Whether it be ment by the 
preachers of the auncient doc⸗ 
trine,oz by the deuiſers of fan⸗ 
taſtical nouelties. Let holy Ce⸗ 
leſtine hym ſelfe ſaye , and dil 

ſolue this doubt, in whome it 
foloweth, 4. u ſſita res eſt. If the 
matter be ſo (ſaieth he)thatis to 
witte If it be fo, as c iuers haue 
blamed your prouinces and cities, 

for that ye through yourdaunges 
rous g iſſimulynge, and hurtful {i 
lence, cauſe them to conlcit vnto 
certaine nouelties: If it be ſoc faith 
he let noueltie ceſſe to veXe and 
diſturbe holy auncientie. 

This was the ſentence ef bleſ 
fed Celeſtme, which tended not 
to diſtroye the auncient reugi⸗ 
on, but to extirpe end baniche al 
newe inuentions contre rpe to 


the catholike and old W

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of our fozefathers . Wherfoze 
ſuche as centemne and wythe 


ſtande the religion taught a ſet 
furth by the apoſtolike # catho 
like decrees, what els doe they, 
but pzeferre thepꝛ owne fonde 
faniy# iumlyng iudgement be⸗ 
foʒe the iuſte ſentence a ſounde 
iudgement of lo manye oodiye 
fathers and holy martyꝛs : Fitſt 
they herkenot to S. Celeſtine, 
who decreed , vt deſineret nouitas 
inceſsere uetuſtatem. That is that no⸗ 
uelt.e ( houlde ceſſe to veve and di 
ſturbe the auncientie. Thep alſo 
laugh to ſkozne the wiſe coũſel 
of holye Xiſtus, who decreed in 
this wiſe. N hit ra liceat nuit ati 5d 2 
nihil Aid: conuenit ct uſtati They neg 


| lecte likewyſe the ſtatutes of 


bleſſed Cyril, who honozablye 
allowed, and commended the 
* beale ok reuerent Caper 

olus, 


The waye home to Clniff, | 
olus,fo2 that he, by hys Epiſtle 


*deſy2zed the aunciente leſſons 


and decrees concernynge rel:gi/ 
on, to be confirmed,andall new 


contrarye inuentions to be con- 
dempned . Thep doe in lyke 
ſoʒte treade vnder foote all the 
dettees, lawes, c ſtatutes made 
and agreed vps in the Synode 
kept at Epheſus:wherunto all 
the holy Byſhoppes ot the Eaſt 
part aſſembled, and there with 
one voyce, conſent, and mynde 
authoziſed, and confirmed all 
ſuche doctrine, as by the elders 
was deltueted: and condemned 
Neſtorius as an heretike, foz 
that he impugned the auncient 
beliefe, àa woulde haue b2ought 
in newe nouelties. 
The conlent of whiche fathers 
in that counſell, and ſom other 
generall counlelles, the * 
0 
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bol other allo, ſtabliching the ca- 


tholike religion, who euer neg⸗ 
lecteth: whom els dothe he neg⸗ 
lecte and deſpiſe,but the holpe 
ghoſt,by whoſe inſptratiõ their 
hartes were ruled, and the true 
catholike Churche. whiche they 
maintened, and the maiſters 
of the ſame, the Pꝛophetes and 
Apoſtles, whom they followed? 
And expzeſiye he ſpeakethe a⸗ 
gainſt S.Paule his doctrine, 
who ſaieth, o Timotbee depoſitum caſs 
todi c. That is, O Timothe kepe 
that whiche was lefte vato the, 
auoidinge prophane nouelties of 
v · ordes. And in an other place: 


he ſaith to the ſame ſenſe. lf any 


fhall ſhew e vnto you anye other

| ued.accurſed be he. Nowe it the 


apoſtolike counſelles, and the
